A Mr.  Harold  Price,  who  lives  on  Bice  Street  in  Grand  Prairie, 
works  for  Mr.  Pavia  at  the  range.  Price  told  Bavis  that  Oswald  had  been  out 
to  the  range  on  HoveWber  9th  and  10th,  a*  wall  as  Sunday,  November  17th. 

Price  alno  told  Pavia  that  ho  had  helped  him  aet  M * scope.  Pri  ce  says  that 
Oswald  wouldn’t  talk  to  anyone  at  the  range  and  that  he  would  ishoot  Ms  rifle 
three  or  four  times  reel  fast,  wait  a little  while,  and  fire  three  or  four 
more  feat  shots.  Price  said  that  Oswald  had  not  carried  his  rifle  into  the 
range  through  the  gate,  that  someone  handed  it  over  the  fence  to  him  after 
he  got  inside.  The  rifle  was  wrapped  In  something  and  tied  wit!  string. 

Davis  doesn't  know  anything  about  the  person  who  was  supposed  to  have  handed 
him  the  gun. 

Price  thinks  that  a White  male,  who  looked  like  a foreigner  ??C  to  300 
pounds  with  a "Beatnik"  beard  was  with  Oswald  when  he  was  at  the  range. 

A Man  naned  Mr.  Slack,  who  works  for  the  hater  Department  in  the  Urban- 
dale  Sub  Station  is  also  supposed  to  have  aeon  Oswald  at  the  rang#  on  the 
above  dates. 

Mr.  Davis  says  that  hi#  records  and  some  609  brass  w*s  turned  over  to  the 
F.  p.  T.  man  who  contacted  Mm  on  December  1,  1963.
